Some sixteen 
years later, when Bismarck’s power 
waned, Paul Hatsfeldt, with the ap- 
proval of the Kaiser, remarried his 
American wife at Wiesbaden, their 
son and two daughters as well as the 
widowed Empress Frederick and all 
her daughters being present at the 
ceremony. Paul Hatzfeldt was at the 
time Ambassador in London. But in 
spite of ail the intercesston in behalf 
of the countess by Empress Freder- 
ick, the latter's mother, Queen Vic- 
toria, would not waive her strict rule 
against the admission of divorced 
women to her court and turned a 
deaf ear to the suggestion that she 
should welcome the courtess as Am- 
Dasnadress of Germany.
